Realizing that there was a grain of 


truth in the old saw, “ An ounce of pre­ 
vention is worth a pound of cure,” the 
itv council last night placed a sudden 
heck on the proceedings looking to the 
construction of a 
main 
sewer in the 
Second ward, which would be precedent 
to the laying of sim ilar sewers in other 
im provem ent districts in the city, and 
just when it was thought that a deeis 
ive step would qe taken in tho inaugu­ 
ration of a general sewerage system 
that would be a great credit to the city, 
the whole m atter was dropped with a 
dull, sickening thud, anti it was deeid 
ed by a unanimous vote to postpone tin* 
opening of the seven bids which lay on 
the clerk's table, u n til the next regular 
m eeting. 
T h is action followed a brief executive 
session and for a time 
those without 
the w alls wondered w h at wa- up, but it 
finally leaked out that the city council 
is up against a rather strenuous prop 
osition, at least the members feel th a t 
furth er work in the sewer line would 
be inadvisable in the face of an obstacle 
w hich to surmount w ill perhaps mean 
the undoing of all the work so far dom* 
on the general sewer and a re expendi­ 
ture of the amount 
th at the general 
sewer has already cost the city. 
T h ey 
have discovered that there lies on the 
bottom of the big general sewer some 
eighteen inches of sand, wherever it has 
been examined, and there is no telling 
but th a t before spring is on the entire 
sewer w ill be clogged. 
T h e whys and wherefores for such a 


state of affairs no one is able to explain 
as yet and this was the reason that f a v ­ 
orable action was not taken last night 
in the m atter of the Second ward. 
It 
sim ply means that the members of the 
council want to know where they are at: 
w hether they have a general sewer th a t 
w ill adequately meet the requirements. 
N a tu ra lly the seven ladders, all 
b u t 
two of whom were out of the city, were 
som ewhat surprised at the action of tile 
cou ncil and most of them asked perm is­ 
sion to withdraw their bids. 
A ll 
but 
two or three did 
w ithdraw their bids 
and tho m atter dropped 
there. 
it 
is 
known what the figures were, but it 
would not be advisable in the interests 
of the city to publish these and they are 
w ithheld at this time. 
T h e general sewer w hich cost the c ity 
som ething like 812/M) was completed 


but a short time ago, work having been 
pushed on the construction throughout 
the w inter months. 
As to the cause or 
effect of what has 
been found in this 
sewer little can be said until the m atter 
is investigated. 
T h e plans and specifications for the 
general -.ewer were prepared by C ity 
En g in eer Woolman early last summ er 
and it had been intended that the work 
w ould be completed before snow 
flew,
